Would Be Charged Government 
by Home Manufacturers. 


Secretary Taft Talks of. 
the Decision. 


Washington, May. 18.—The executive 
committee of the isthmian .canal com- 
mission today decided to purchase in the | 
markets of the world the material and 
ships necessary for the building of the 
Panama canal. 

This important decision was reached 
with some reluctance, because it was 
appreciated by Secretar Taft and the 
executive cmomittee that there. would 
be surley a great outcry from two great 
interests in this country, the producers 
of material and ship owners if the pur- 
chases were not limited to the American 
products. But it was decided that the 
money consideration was so great that 
it could not be ignored, for it was held 
that in some cases fully 50 per cent 
more would be charged for material 
needed in canal construction than the 
same goods could be sees for in 
Eurepe. 

Chief Engineer Wallace, for instance, 
showed that two ships in addition to, 
those. running between New York and 
Colon and ‘owned by the Panama Rail- 
road Company, were absolutely necessary 
to carry the food supplies and material 
needed for the” work.. No American 
ships could be bought at any reasonable 
price and when it came. to building such 
ships it was found, according to Secre- 
tary Taft's statement, that while ‘he 
could buy two 6,000-ton ships in Europe 
for $750,000, it" would cost $1,400,000 to 
build such ships here. 

As to material needed for canal con- 
struction, the committee decided that 
by reserving to itself the right to pur- 
chase in the world’s markets, it would 
at least oblige American manufacturers 
to give them the benefit of their foerign 
prices if they. wish to sell goods to the 
commission,

It Was Shown That the Conditions 
in Georgia and Alabama Were 
Different, More Business 
Being Done in 
Georgia. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 1!5.—The daAla- 
bama railroad commission was in session 
all of today hearing oral arguments pre- 
sented by counsel] of the Loulsville and 
Nashville railroad, the Southern railway 
and the Alabama Great Southern rail- 
road. The commission had adjourned for 
this purpose May 6, when testimony from 
all the roads operating in Alabama in 
the question of a general revision of 
tariffs was concluded. 

The arguments today were intended to 
elucidate to the members of the commis- 
sion the powers of the commission in re- 
gard to making a general readjustment 
of rates such as is contemplated. It was 
clearly set out that the commission, in 
considering a matter of such importance, 
must have sole regard for intrastate busi- 
ness and is not to measure .the inter- 
state traffic as a credit to the state. 
Federal and state authorities on the law 
regarding. this point was quoted. 

A good portion of the argument was iIn- 
tended to rebut the claim of President 
B: B. Comer, of the commission, that it 
is right to compare Georgia with Ala- 
bama rates. This was strongly contested 
by the lawyers for the railroads today, as 
well as by the different tariff men who 
have appeared before the commission 
during the investigation. 

Earnings Greater in Georgia. 

It was shown that the condition in the 
two states are different, there being a 
larger population, volume of traffic and 
higher class of tonnage in the former 
state than in the latter. It was also 
pleaded that on this account the earnings 
per mile were aromas in Georgia than in 
Alabama. 

The decision of the United States su- 
preme court, known as the “Nebraska 
case,”’ was frequentiy quoted today to re- 
mind the commission that in one state a 
schedule of rates may be applied which 
is materially higher than in an adjoin- 
ing state, for the reason that the condi- 
tions are different. 

Representing the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad before the commission were 
Counsel John P. Tillman, of Birming- 
ham, and Georgt W. Jones, of Montgom- 
ery. The Southern railway was repre- 
sented by expert counsel, C. B. Northrop, 
of Washington, and the Alabama Great 
Southern railroad by A. G. Smith, of 
counsel at Birmingham. The commission 
retired into executive session at a late 
hour and it {fs expected that the stated 
tariff revision, if any, will be announced 
tomorrow.

James A. McGreggor, of Brunswick, 
Ga.,.one of the two governmental Chl- 
Nese inspectors located in Georgia, was 
in Atlanta yesterday, tabulating the 
Célestial residents of the-Gate City to 
be used in the compilation of a Chigese 
census, to be issued by the immigration 
bureau at Washington, 

Mr.McGreggor came to Atlanta di- 
rect from Augusta, where hat had been 
at work tabulating the Chinese residents 
cf that aity, and left last night for his 
home, having completed his work here. 

“Atlanta has within her corporate lim- 
its," said Mr. McGreggor last night, “an 
even fifty Chinamen, forty-nine of whom 
are either laundrymen or laundry labor- 
ers,.the other one being a merchant, and 
every one has his proper ‘chack chlet’— 
governmental certificate. None of the 
, Atlanta Chinamen is of any high order, 
* nearly all being of an inferior type of 
that race. Now in Augusta the grade 
fs much better than you have here. Over 
there a number of Chinamen are engaged 


in the mercantile business, and some of 


them are of good origin, while nearly 
every one ig doing quite well. I reckon 
when the work shall have been’ com- 
pleted Georgia will show something like 
100 Chinese residents, not more than that 
number as it now seems to me, 

“Yes, the wash tub and the flat iron 
are more common among the race in 
this state than all other implements of 
trade or line of busfness. I know of 
none employed as a household servant, 
and few outside of the laundry and sfore. 
There are a few doing truck farming, 
Brunswick alone having a half dozen or 
so in the agricultural line. And do you 
know they make about the best truck 
farmers in the country. They rarely ever 
have more’ than an acre of land, but it 
would surprise you to know how much 
they can raise on that acre. Many of 
them are getting quite well off at truck- 
ing. Now, down in Florida there are any 
number of truck farmers, who wear the 
que, and they are all doing well,

May 18.—(Special.)—Av- 
gusta is to have a new railroad. to be 
styled the Savannah ver Railroad Com- 
pany.

“Last fall, before the heavy decline in 
the price of cotton, Colanel Smith sold 
750 bales, one-halg-of his individual crop, 
at not quite 10 cents per pound. The 
drop in cotton last December caught him 
With about 800 bales, including what he 
had bought -before the dectine. The ba!- 
ance of the 2.200-bale lot. to which you 
referred, belonged to various persons, 
who. stored it with Colonel Smith ih his 
ware house at Smithonia. Colone] Smith 
loaned .the owners of the cotton money 


at 6 per cent and charged nothing for 


Storage, assuring them of his willingness 
to hold their cotton as long as they 
wished. Some thirty‘ or forty. days since, 
those having cotton stored in his ware 
house, seeing the constant heavy receipts 
at the ports, and so many of their 
neighbors’ selling, requested Colorfel 
Smith to sell all the eotton which they 
had stored in his ware house, to the 
best advantage; Colonel Smith, on a spur 


in the market, sold all the cotton in his. 


ware house to an exporter. on a basis of 
8 cents for middling, and agreed to de- 
liver it at a subsequent date. namely, the 
Ist day of May. The cotton was.deliver- 
ed according to contract. The lot of cot- 
ton could not be sold to the best ad- 


‘Vantage without including the 800 bales 


owned by Colone!] ith. He therefore 
Sold his own cotton, In order to help the 
sale of the cotton of his neighbors, teh- 
auts and friends. About the Ist of May 


‘Coianel Smith bought more cotton than 


he had sold, at a figure near 7 cents per 
pound, which he is now holding. 


Believes: Cotton Will Advance. 

“Colonel Smith believes tha; cotton will 
eventually advance to 9 or 10 cents, 
especially if the seasons are unfavorable. 
He has reduced, thiss year. his cotton 
acreage 30 per cent, and Increased his 
food crops. Under no circumstances could 
Colonel.Smith, by any system of reason- 
ing, be asked to reduce his cotton agre- 
age. .He raised last year a large surplus 
of wheat, corn, oats, barley, forage, peas, 
pork, beef. aid sold 20,000 pounds of 
butter from his dairy. The sale of his 
farm products, outside of his cotton and 
cotton seed, amounted to a large sum. 


Such a system of farming, if. 
pursued, would make the south the rich- 
est country in the world. Cotton would 
bring !2 and tS cents per pound all the 
year round. There would be no need of 
holding cotton to get fair prices. There 
would be no sudden drops in the price 
of cotton. Colonel Smith is very anxious 
for the farmers to@ succeed in their fight 
against the bear speculators, and has 
done a great deal along this line. Some 
time since he _receivad a letter” from 
Theodore Price requesting his views on 
the cotton situation. In réply he wrote 
such a strong letter In defense of thé 
farmers of the south, and in advocacy of 
higher prices for cotton, that when his 
letter was read by the cotton exchange 
in New York it had the effect of ad- 
vancing the price of cotton.

“‘*‘New York. April 7, 1905.—Colonel

citations, from the gentleman of in:'‘ana 
who is in jail for possessing a cigarette 
paper to the beardiessness of Mr. John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., might be made from 
other journals. The craze for the face- 
tious, risque, or sensational item, which 
can be compressed into a couple of 
inches, has affected all of them. The

One of the sharpest counts of-its in- 
dictments, however, is found in the 
fellowing sentence with which its edi- 
torial is concluded: 

“———-aig for any news of serious 
happenings not accidents in near-by 
towns like Boston, Philadelphia or 
Baltimore, it is almost as if‘ they no 
longer existed.” 

The assertion regarding Boston. 
Philadelphia and Baltimore applies in 
an aggravated degree to the other 
cities and sections of the United 
States. Ask eny southerner or west- 
erner who has been stranded in New 
York for a day or for six months. 
You will be told that a date-line from 
@ southern or a western state is one 
of the rarest occurrences in a New 
York newspaper. There is this ex- 
ception—if a sensational defalcation, 
& sooty or malodorous scandal in high 
circles, a tragedy involving people na- 
tionally prominent, a wholesale train- 
wreck, landslide, earthquake or other 
spasm of nature takes place out in 
the “provinces,” it is pretty sure of a 
gaudy reporting in the press of the 
biggest city on the western hemis- 
phere, But the saner element of 
news—that which relates to develop- 
ment, progress, evolution, achieve- 


ment, even though.of such size as to 
be of national importance—is ignored, 


or given such garbled treatment as to 
inspire incredulity at the first glance. 

This in spite of the fact that New 
York’s population contains several 
hundred thousand individuals of 
southern birth and an equal, if not 
larger, proportion of westerners. 
There is nothing of the “submerged,” 
about these people, either. They are, 
in many instances, prominent in every 
channel of metropolitan life. The 
veriest layman, it seems, would see 
the importance of printing regularly, 
at least, a smattering of the real fews 
of the country for the benefit of these 
men and the thousands of visitors 
from all parts of the country, even 
if the New Yorker born prefers to re- 
main blinded by his cockneyism. 

But not so the gentlemen who say 
“aye or nay” to the make-up of the 
New York daily. If an iter:-Of out- 
of-town news gets into their cojumns, 
it must either be so large that they 
cannot by any excuse ignore it, or one 
fwhich, with the proper metropolitan 
mayonnaise and tabasco dressing, will 
tingle the jaded palates of the reading 
public, 

The most ludicrous and at the same 
time, the most exasperating phase of 
the matter is the false impression 
given to the foreign visitor and the 
inconvenience caused the stranger 
from other parts of America. The 
former can arrivé at but one conclu- 
sion—that the United States ceases 
abruptly at the Jersey shore, and that 
its life is one-long, deliriou&’ medley 
of skirt-@ancing and picturesque or 
degenerate criminality. The latter 
must realize that so far as any news 
of importance from his home section 
is concerned, he must, as The Post 
says, make up his mind that it does 
not exist, while he is in New York— 
a glance at the average New York 
daily will leave him with that impres- 
sion. 
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The Joy of Living in Oklahoma. 

The djspatches from Oklahoma in 
yesterday’s Constitution told of the 
present universal occupation of the 
people in the latest opened. part’ of 
that cyclone-swept territory, namely, 
digging holes of.refuge in the ground. 
In this the Oklahomans are provident. 
If the opening of Oklahoma to settle- 
ment sixteen years ago the 22d of last 
Aprii demonstrated anything, it is 
that the cyclone center of the Union 
is in that othergvise windy region. 
This is not a picturesque figure of 
speech, either. As the files of any 


all the fatal windstorms that have: 
wrought havoc in different parts’ of 
the United States since Oklahoma 
became inhabited, occurred within 
the bounds of Oklahoma-Indian Ter- 
ritery, and some of these Oklahoma 
cyclones have piled up an appalling 
mortality list since the world was, 
shocked by news of the terrible 
“twister” in Norman, Oklahoma, near- 
ly fifteen years ago. Whatever me-

sense practically unknown, to cast 
their lot in a land where life is full 
of waking alarms and the nightly 
couch is haunted by nightmares of 
funnel-shaped clouds, even in a bed 
in the bowels of mother earth? Why, 
especially when the means of livéli- 
hood and the opportunities for money- 
making are better in Georgia than in 
Oklahoma-Indian Territory? If this is 
denied or doubted the contention can 
be proven in concrete detail, just as 
readily as can the fact that Okla- 
homa is the cyclone center of the 
Union. 

Georgia is good enough for every 
sensible Georgian who is posted on 
actual conditions in the windy west.

It may readily be seen, therefore, that 
the committee will have a difficult task 
ahead. 

M. Steed also proposes to introduce two 
other interestIng measures in the com- 
ing house, both of which he had before 
the last general assembly, but which 
were not finally acted on. ‘These will 
provide for the election of county stper- 
intendents of education by the people, 
and for increasing the powers of the 
railroad commission especially with re- 
gard to giving them authority to require 
railroads companies to more promptly 
receipt for and transport freight to its 
destination, '

Old soldiers at 
the conclusion of his address, his second 
address for every one present would have 
more of him, rose up and called his name, 
and with the adjournment, crowding 
around him muchas do veterans press 
for the meeting of their commander at 
reunions, fearing a coming year with its 
ravages of time. And Mr. Sully, well he 
gave those evidences of a strong man, 
quiet evidences but appreciative to the 
last degree. 

Among other things, Mr. Sully saia: 

“For this privilege of appearing before 
you of the south, I thank you. It is in 
this territory that all of the world’s cot- 
ton supply is grown. Yes, there is a 
patch in Egypt. This.is not the Ameri- 
ecan-cetton. As for all other attempts to 
raise the cotton which lives in the sun- 
shine of this locality, they are mere 
England. Germany, France 
and other world powers have spent mil- 
lions in trying to become through their 
colonies and possessions independent of 
America.. England has finally decided 
to throw away all of her India cotton, 
the one great promise in the British pos- 
sessions. 

“At 8 cents a pound, we are told that 
the farmer gets over and above his ex- 
menses $200. Statistics show that in the 
south there are 1,500,000 farmers, with 
a yield of less than ten bales to the 
farmer, and of this amount iess than 
@ne-half a bale to the acre. The world 
today would not and could not advance 
one step without cotton. This is the fact 
with which you must face the proposi- 
tion. It is estimated that in the whole 
world there are 1,500,000 consumers of 
cotton. Tho nearer to civilization, the 
more cotton is used. And they want you 
to produce this cotton, which no one 
elise can produce, at poverty prices, Are 
we going to allow some profits to the 
creative abilities of the farmer? 

‘All Depends on Ootton.”’ 

“You of the south with your cotton 
hold the balance of power of every other 
industry in every and all parts of the 
civilized world. All depends on cofton, 
Do you svgpose for one minute that the 


‘means that the 


millions made in cotton would amount 
to anything except for the farmer? To’ 
compare the profit of the farmers t: 
those who make profits after receiving 
this raw cotton is to compare one spear 
of the cotton plant to one red tree trunk 
In the forests of California. And shall 
we listen to that vile, atrocious insult 
that this is to the honor of the Unied 
States, as well as o you growers of the 
south? With prices of 15, 17 and 20 
cents for cotton to the farmers, you spin- 
ners will be benefiting yourselves and 
other people throughout the world. Some 
of you and the world do not agree with 
me, There are 490,000,000 of people who 
do not agree with me. Why? They 
want the cheapest taw material that 
they can get to manufacture, 

“All Europe today has determined that 
American industrial progress has zone 
far enough. They mean to stop it. How? 
Except for your cotton their . industry 
would cease. By low prices for raw ma- 
terial for many yéars they, by manufac- 
ture, have been the only ones to make 
progress. ‘But you Have seen the light, 
anda in the future there will never be any 
return t6 darkness. The ton farm- 
ere he-e me educated and they mean 
to derive the profit that you spin- 
ners and I derive. ‘iis eans, much t» 
the prhole country, for, ever. dollar 
over and above the cost of production 
which the farmer receives for ‘cotton 
people of the United 
States are benefactors. 

“First to be considered in this ques- 
tion is the barciers which are in your 
way. First of all, England for fifty 
years has asked spinners for funds fur 
experiments ifi,the cultivation of cotton, 
that she might be independent of you 
growers and spinners of the south. But 
What did the duke of Marlborough say 
a short time ago? Not this old song 
for. independence. He asked for’ funds 
for further experiments, that England 
might have cotton when America uses 
100 per cent of all the cotton she grows. 
That ig one of the most important state- 
ments in years. All you of the south 
need is‘ to realize that in twenty-five 
years America will be taking care of 
_ 85 to 90 per cent of the total sup- 
ply, 

“For the second barrier Germany, wh? 
states she will soon make the present 
tax on every American manufactured 
import 50 per cent greater than at pres- 
ent. Are we going to stand it? No. 
We must tax German imports enough 
te raise a fund fer a subsidy bill ’or 
the purchase of our own ships. Hadn't 
we better raise our tariff 2 per cent 
and let thig,tax go for the building of 
ships to ¢ our trade into Germany 
and her-eolonies in subsidized ships of 
our own and beat this game which Ger- 
many is now playing? Are you going.to 
remain passive now that she has thrown 
down the gauntlet with this tax on raw 
cotton?.. 


“Have Confronted Troubles.’’ 
“You who have raised cotton have con- 
fronted more troubles than all others, and 
you will continue to have them, for the 
rest of the world does not want you tu 
get this tremendous power into your own 
hands. It is true that we have increaséd 


‘3m 16 or 20 per cent to 40 per cent 


in the way of manufacturing, but we 
now comsume 60 per cent. Where does 
that other 10 per cent come in? It 
comes in from other countries with their 
subsidized shfhs. I sincerely hope that 
you will take the stand that we can 
subsidize our own ships, and that with 
the control of the world’s market, which 
is yours by right, raise the present $1,- 
500,000,000 to five, eight or ten billions, 
and see in every harbor ships bearing y ur 
produce, sailing not under false colors, 
but under the stars and stripes. Do you 
realize that_at no distant day there is a { 
beautiful country where a great orchard 
is blooming and soon will be ready for 
the picking of the fruit? This fruit 
would be glad to have you pick it, tut 
you must have your own basketd and 
the prices which you believe right ang 
necessary for the picking.” 

A motion of thanks from Jack J. Spald- 
ing, of Atlanta, found evéry one present 
rising in compliment to Mr. Sully. Then 
Colonel Livingston was called upon and 
gave a review of the history of cotton 
and its growers, with himself as one. He 
favored some ware house plaa, that the 
growers might not have to sell imme- 
diately, but could store their cotton in 
such a waf as to have some certificate 
or other plan of making the stored cot- 
ton a collateral. Very soon, he con- 
tended, every bale would be used in the 
mills of the south. Now the south was 
on her feet ready to fight for her rights, 
and she will get her share, 

Sully Favors Ware Houses. 

Mr, Sully was again called on to talk 
on. the ware house plan. He favored 
some plan that would, with the storage, 
give the farmer some certificate that 
would be taken as a collateral. “From 
the time the cotton leaves the farmer’s 
hands,”” he continued, ‘‘to the time it is 
placed in the hands of the spinners, you 
are gOing to have obstacles. The world 
does not want you to have ware houses. 
These Wot": *irow the power-into your 
hands. For two months I have worked 
on this ware house matter. I found ‘t 
absolutely impossible to get the north to 
capitalize ware houses. You must do it, 
gentlemen of the south. It means much 
to the, farmers. . It means much to the 
spinners, merchants, bankers—everybody. 
The cost is so small compared with the 
amount that is lost by the farmers in 
damage and insurance that the saving of 
this loss would mean the building of 
enough ware houses to store 8,000,000 
bales. Store but !0 per cent of the en- 
tire supply and you can control the whole 
world,” 

(Later Mr. Sully answered a number of 
questions regarding cotton, and among 
the speakers extending thanks for the 
address was Dudley M. Hughes, of Ma- 
con.

Fifth of the Annual Conventions of 
the Georgia Industrial Associ- 
ation, Which Was Held Yes- 
-terday, Was by Far the 

- Most Satisfactory.

With a stirring address by Daniel Sul- 
ly, the cotton king, the fifth annual 
convention of the Georgia Industrial As- 
sociation was brought to a happy and 
successtug-end.. From each and every 
délegate attending the sessions at the 
Carnegie Mbrary yesterday, the every 
opinion expressed was that the annual 
meeting was the most satisfactory in the 
history of the association. . 
While the regular order of proceedings | 
brought out several papers of the great- 
est importance and interest to the indus- 
trial development of Georgia, the discus 
sions of these papers brought out facts 
and details regarding the subjects which 
were of the greatest practical value. In 
this way tmprovements and plams for the 
immediate future showed that the pres- 
ent year ig certain to be one of the 
brightest in the development of the in- 
dustries of the state. 

The unanimous election of the old board 

of officers and members of the execu- 
tive committee was sufficient proof that 
members believed the interests of the 
association to be in the right hands, and 
although President Gordon asked to be 
relieved of the duties of chief offhcer, 
he was prevailed to reconsider, and the 
reelection resulted as follows: 
F. B. Gordon, president, Columbus, Ga.; 
H. P. Meickleham, vice president, Lién- 
dale, Ga.: Charles D. Tuller, secretary 
and treasurer, Atlanta, Ga, 


Jie following were reelected membérs 
| the executive committee: J. P. Ver- 
ry, Augusta; J. L. Hand, Pelham; F. 
. | Callaway, LaGrange; B. 8. Walker, 
Monroe; W..G. Kincaid, Clifton; F. B. 
Gordon and H. P. Meickleham, ex-officlo, 
President Gordon Applauded. 

In his annual report President Gordon 
brought out many facts and figures re- 
lating to the interests and the accom- 
plis of the association. This re 
port appears in full in another column. 
At the conclusion of the address, Preai- 
dent Gordon received hearty applause] 
from all of the listeners. 

Among the important matters of the 
convention was the unanimous adoption 
of resolutions indorsing the movement on 
the part of any company or concern 
which should come mto Georgia for the 
matter of manufacturing machinery* used’ 
in cotton and textile millg. This reso- 
lution was entirely impersonal, and all 
of the members refused to say anything‘ 
more than that the resolutions, were 
passed giving the support of the mem- 
bers in case any company might con- 
template coming south for the making of 
machinery used in the mills, and in this 
way getting the machinery cheaper be- 
cause of the nearness of location, and 
also keeping the money in this section. 
A iketter from the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce indorsing the sentiment ex- 
pressed in these resolutions was read by 
the president. 

While not on the programme, Hon. Dan- 
iel Davenport, of Bridgeport, Tenn., made 
an address which brought out much en- 
thusiasm. He touched wpon the many 
conditions existing in the south, and 
urged that the mill owners protect them- 
selves from extreme labor legislation and 
leave the matter in the hands of the 
mill owners, who were in a much better 
position to know both the needs and the 
remedies for labor complaints than phil- 
anthropists living far beyond the loca- 
tion of tne mills and swayed entirely 
by a sentiment which is very often at 
variance with the real facts. 

Speaking of child labor, Mr. Daven- 
port referred to'a number of the great 
mills in the south which had taken the 
matter into their own hands and with 
the furnishing of facilities, children had 
been . educated who otherwise would 
never have known anything beyond the 
primitive conditions - known. to certain 
classes of people living in the mountains, 

Mr. Tompkins’ Address. 

“The Tariff and Reéciprocity,”” a paper 
by D. A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, N. C., 
proved to be one of the features of the 
convention, and’ in the discussion which 
followed the value and practicability of 
his every statement and suggestion was 
strongly indorsed. Among other things, 
Mr. Tompkins said; ’ 

“When the United States of America 
was formed, manufacturing interests 
were as well developed in the south as 
the north. Slavery had been longer es- 
tablished in Massachusetts than in Geor. 
gia. The institation existed under pro- 
tection of law more than a hundred years 
in (Massachusetts before it was tolerated 
by law in Georgia. In the beginning of 
the nineteenth century the tariff was not 
a matter which was exclusively political. 
Federals and republicans agreed and dis- 
agreed among  themselves—sometimes 
wider than ,the parties differed. 

“Mr. Washington was for protection 
and reciprocity. Mr. Jefferson thought 
free trade would be admirable if all the 
world would adopt free trade. If not all 
the world, then America must protect in 
full proportion as other nations did. He 
was for protection and reciprocity.” 

After dealing with the history of the 

subject, Mr. Tompkins concluded by say- 
ing: 
"The United States has developed her 
manufactures under a system of protec- 
tion. These have now so grown and thé 
products have become so varied and 
enormous in quantity and value that our 
domestic market is far from sufficient. 

“It would cause infinite injury if.we 
shovld attempt to abandon the protect- 
ive policy. It is always disastrous. to 
make sweeping changes along the whole 
schedule. ‘ 

“The right policy would seem to be the 
one outlined at Washington by the re- 
ciprocity convention and ratified at Pitts- 
burg by the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers. This plan, concisely stated, 
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be done with sweeping tariff changes al) 
a4 one time. This machinery would be 
grinding the griat all the time and han- 
Gling practically ene subject at a time, 
and the general interests of the whole 
courmtry would not be disturbed.” 

In his address on “Immigration,” Hon, 
Gunly Jordan showed the intsmate ac- 
quaintance and study of the subject to 
which he has devoted so much of his 


Fuller’s Report. 

The report of the secretary, Charles D. 
Tuller, of Atlanta, showed the strong: 
condition of the association in every 
way. Both from a financial point of 
rview and from the increase in meri 
bership, it was shown that the associa. 
tion carried with it the millmen of Geor- 
gia who had and were Willing to co- 
Operate and get together in every mat- 
ter looking to the betterment of the in- 
terests of the state brought the associa- 
tion. Other reports from auditing and 
special committees-of a routine nature 
were handled with the dispatch of me's 
who are used to the handling of busi- 
ness matters. This rapidity of dealing 
with every.subject in hand and the at- 
tending to every detail in a quick, busi- 


ness like way was one of the features of 
the convention.

“No investment in manufacturing ca. 
ever prove attractive so long as there 
is any large portion of the machinery 
idle,” Mr, Jordan said. “It ig a fact 
beyond controversy that idle mach‘nery 
in the south at the present time is oc- 
Casioned solely by the lack of compe. 
tert labor.” 

Mr, Jordan called attention to the ex- 
isting labor famine In Loufsiana, where, 
it is said, 100,000 men are needed in 
the fields, the factories and the mines. 
There is a need in Georgia, he said, for 
the same class of material. South Car- 
oling,. recognizing this condition of af- 
fairs, has established a bureau of im- 
migration, with an office in New York, 
looking to the movement of immigrants 
to that state. 

Mr. Jordan spoke of the recent visit 
to the south of the ItaHan ambassador, 
and the effort to turn the tide o? Ttaltan 
immigration to this section. The gov-

KR ‘ss 2 
mistake to suppose that these people will 
rush into the cultivation of cotton as 2 
means of livelihood, because they know 
nothing whatever about it. 

The state of Michigan has more foreign 
born ‘population than fourteen southern 
states combined. There were 23,000,000 
immigrants received in this country up 
to the year 1905, and nearly all went to 
the northern, eastern and western states. 
This has been one of the underlying 
causes of the failure of the south to de- 
velop in an adequate way. 

The state of lowa, though not ad- 
mitted to the union until 1646, has out- 
stripped Georgia, one of the thirteen 
original colonies; in population, and hence 
in all other commercial and financial ad- 
vantages. Illinois affords even a more 
startling comparison. With about the 
sume territory, that state has three times 
the agricujtural products and about 
eleven times the manufactured products 
that Georgia has. It is the population to 
which these great strides are attribu- 
table. 

There are 60,000 more people engaged 
in agriculture in Georgia than*in‘ Illinois, 
and 400,000 more engaged in manufac- 
tures In Illinois than in Gtorgla. Mr. 
Jordan spoke of the great railroad sys- 
tems of the west as factors in the rapid 
upbuilding of that section.

He referred to the need of an immi- 
gration commissioner and deplored the 
failure of the last legislature to providé 
for one.

“Gentlemen of the Georgia Industrial 
Association and Guests: On behalf of 
your executive committee and in ac- 
cordance with the legal call sent out by 
them, it becomes my duty and great 
pleasure to call to order this, the fifth 
annual convention of the Georgia Ine 
diistrial Association. % 

“‘Meeting for the first-time in the capi- 
tal of our beloved state, in this beautiful 
hall of the Carnegie library, it is espe- 
cially propitious that the attendance is 
s0 largely made up of the’ most impor- 
tant textile establishments’ of Georgia, 
and that we are honored by the pres- 
ence of distinguished representatives, of 
the same line of industrial endeavor from 
other states. 

“Equally fortunate for the success of 
this convention was the foresight of your 
executive committee in calling us _ to- 
gether one month earlier than our usual 
convention date, that our members would 
thus have the pleasure and profit of 
meeting. and mingling with the delegates 
to the-convention of the National Asso- 
clation of Manufacturers of the United 
States, whose convention assembles in 
this city. tomorrow; and, I have no doubt,

we are denounced as the doers of wrong, 
as corruptionists, by this class of polit- 
ical slanderers, who are never so happy 
as when they can provoke a reply; and, 
when in the judgment of your executive 
committee a reply is deemed best for 
the industrial good of Georgia, then.a 
strange and unaccountable’ thing hap- 
pens! 

“Some of our leading newspapers, who

penned by these self-appointed guardians 
of the good of Georgia, happy to get this 
sensational matter and print it free—what 
do they do? They éalnily call on the mill 
men t6 pay so much a line for their 
defense. 

“Is that good journalism? Is it just 
journalism? Is it patriotic journalism? 

More Mills, Less Politics. 

“We all recall the laconic but rather 
profane suggestion once made in con- 
gress to a certain section of our coun- 
try, that what it needed was to ‘raise 
more cane and less h—1.’ 

“Paraphrasing that rather impertinent 
but probably timely advice, I wish to say 
to the editors and professional politicians 
of Georgia, and I want to say it right 
here in Atlanta, that what Georgia needs 
is to raise more cotton mills and fewer 
political ‘mills.’ 

“IT trust I may be pardoned fer being 
Outspoken on this subject. The situa- 
tion needs a bold setting at this time. 
The strongest bonds of sympathetic unity 
should exist between the press of Geor- 
gia and the promoters of her industrial 
progress. We are not afraid of publicity, 
investigation, or criticism. We ask only 
fair play from the capable editors of 
Georgia, men whom we respect and ad- 
mire, but men in whose hands rests the 
great responsibility of helping to build 
up, and not pull down, the material 
progress and prosperity of our state. 

“Turning from this phase of the pres- 
ent situation, the allusion to which I 
have felt was of paramount importance, 
let us. briefly review the work of our 
association during the past year. 

“But little serious agitation has men- 
aced. us or forced us to the battie- 
ments of defense. It has been rather 4a 
campaign of quiet education in the hands 
of our various effective committees, and 
we now feel more surely than ever that 
the great body .of people who do things, 
our farmers, our merchants, and our 
manufacturers, view, as we do, the ques- 
tions repeatedly put before the people 
of Georgia through the agency of bhis 
association. 

“In my report of a year ago, comment- 


ing upon the searcity of labor, I urged- 


investigation and action on 
the matter of immigration. as. other 
southern states have moved far in ad- 

vance of Georgia on this question. A 
strong committee was appointed to urge 
the matter before the legislature. With 
what result? The people who want 
to pull down, quick to see a possible ad- 
vantage, tacked on the proposed bill for 
an immigration commission, a lot of pro- 
visions for a labor bureau, state inspec- 
tion, and all that sort of thing, all of 
which the people do not want. ' 

The Immigration Measure. 

“Prominent citizens, representing va- 
ried interests, appeared before the come 
mittee, and eloquently plead for an im- 
migration commission on its own merits. 
But the bill died in the ‘cOmmittee rooin 
and the Georgia Agricultural Society was 
in at the death—why?

“First, prominent agriculturists took 
the position that Georgia should be en-.

Think of a Chinese wall being built 
around the further dev@lopment of Geor- 
gia with her immense natural resources, 
her mines and quarries, her forests and 
her fields. 

‘Second, the outspoken proposition thai 
immigration meant more farmers, more 
cotton, and consequently a lower price 
for the staple. 

“For the first theory, I can see some 
reason in the natural, selfishness of the 
human heart. The second reason, how- 
ever, I believe is founded in error, for 
it has been repeatedly shown that agri- 
culturists from north and from abroad, 
the farming

“Another matter of great importance 
at the moment is the reported inclina- 
tion of certain cotton milis in our asso- 
ciation and in other southern states, to 
depart from established custom as 1o 
hours of Jabor and other important mat- 
ters of mill management. doing so with- 
out consultation with neighboring mills. 
and apparentiy- from selfish motives to 
especially attract help, or gain some 
other supposed advantage. I cannot too 
strongly urge any mili having in mind 
suoch.a course of. procedure to stop first 
.and consider, that even. if some tempo- 
rary’ advantage may be gained, yet 
the agtion, independent of some agree- 
ment or understanding on the part of all 
the mill interests of the state,-will prove 
a costly experiment, not only to the 
mill individually inaugurating the de- 
parture, but to every enterprise in the 
association. Further, once it becomes 
evident that we cannot stand together 
for the principles for which we have 
contended for years, our concert of ac- 
tion will be gone; no one will be left 
to work for the good of the whole; and, 
the very mill which first inaugurated the 
radica) departure will find itself engulfed 
in a flood of troubles of which it never 
dreamed. 

“In this connection,.I am glad to note 
in the press dispatches, that a certain 
group of mills.” under the same manage- 
ment, in South Carolina, which recently 
cut down the sahedule of labor’ to a 
point which threatened the industry of 
the entire state, has,/after a tria] of 
the new plan. gone baek to the uni- 
versal schedule. of all of the mills of 
that state. 

Efforts of Association. 

“During the year an earnest and honest 
effort was made by a special committee 
to interest all of the manufacturers of 
Georgia in this association, that our 
scope. might be broadened, and that all 
employers of labor might. work for the 
same comnin ends under the same ban- 
ner, and in effect, become @ state branch 
of the National Association. 

“Frankiy, the effort so far, commend- 
aBle as it may be, has signally failed. 
The difficulty lies in the fact that eacr 
line of manufacturing interest has al- 
ready its own association which discusses 
matters peculiar to its own line of work. 

‘There are, however. many important 
mattérs continually arising effecting in a 
broad way all gmployers in Georgia; ard 
i wish on this occasion to recommend to 
the consideration of not only the mem- 
bers of this body, but of all manufac- 
P turers and large empioyers of labor, the 
idea of a body to be known as the Fed- 
eration of Manufacturers and Employ- 
ers*of Georgia. By this means, the cot- 
ton mill men, the saw miil men, the 
Sash, Door and Blind Association, the 
marble works, and all. kindred lines of 
industry. can apply the old: adage, In 
unity there is strength,’ and by each 
sending a delegation to the central body, 
if only once a year, or upon call, to 
meet certain contingencies, the aims and 
work of each association could be vastly 
strengthened and improved.
